2) Generally, the battery pack can be charged and discharged for 
about 500 times: 

3) The marking voltage of the battery pack is 7.4V, the capacity is 
3600mAh, and especial protecting IC is inside to prevent the 
deformation caused by over-charging and over-discharging. 

2 It takes about 6 hours to fully charge the battey pack, the charging 
indicator goes out and the charging is over. Unplug the AC power supply 
cord then unplug the battery pack from the AC adaptor and hitch it at 
the corresponding position at the back of the DVD player. Insert the plug 
of the battey pack to the DC IN jack of the DVD player. 




Notes: 1) A full-charged battery pack will discharge automatically in a 
month, if it is not used temporarily. 

2) If the battery pack is not used for a long period of time, discharge it 
and store it in a place that is cool, dry and dark. 

3) When the battery pack is empty, the relevant indicator will appear on 
the DVD player TFT. In this case, stop using the unit.
